body, which had been bleached by .the 
lake waves. Dr Jenner did not look 
at the man's features as the body was 
partly covered by sand, he said. The 
body will be allowed to remain on the 
beach until the undertaker goes from 
here to bring* the body to the local 
morgue.

over operation of the mines, transpor- 
tation, distribution and marketing of 
the product. 
Some of the recommendations and 


striking statements follow: 


"Anthracite dealers should be re- 


quired by congress to make current 
reports to the government on costs, 
prices and profits, to protect the In- 
terest of the public.

anthracite coal, held by a relatively 
small number of Individuals and sup- 
plying a necessity of life for millions

FOOD FOR WARM WEATHER 


Avoid Hot Bread* and Much Meat 


and Drjnk a Great Deal of 


Water, Say Sxperti. 


NEW YORK, July 8.—The human 


body requires food to generate energy 
in warm weather as well as in colder 
temperatures, but not so. much and 
of an entirelf different character, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the 
health department. In an effort to re- 
lieve suffering from summer heat. 


Food chemists can figure accurately 


the amount of- food necessary for per- 
sons in all various occupations. But 
few people know how to supply their 
bodies with fuel energy in the heated 
season. Many books on food pro- 
ducts, it is suggested has a table the 
use of which will help provide such 
forms for a family in all seasons, 
especially during the warmer weather. 


Persons engaged in hard labor re- 


quire meat but during the summer it 
should be used very sparingly. Other- 
wise indigestion may result. 


Water is an essential and from six 


to eight, glasses of liquid should be 
consumed each day.< 
Hard foods, the chewing of which 


stimulates secretions, are a necessary 
aid to digestion. Raw fruits, fibrous 
vegetables, nuts, toast and crusts of 
bread are suggested. 


Suggested menus follow: 
Breakfast—Loaf bread (eschew hot 


bread and biscuit during heated sea- 
son): cereal, package variety prefer- 
able (hot oat meal is decidedly heat- 
ening); use butter sparingly; grape 


fruit, oraafo juice, caatslope or ether 
•MMaabU fruits, or Metre* 
fruit* 


•uch as rhubarb, pnuws, apricots or 
baked apple. 
Diaber, the health department sug- 


gests, should be the mid-day meal, if 
possible, but if inconvenient during 
the week, should be made the order 
of Sundays and holidays. Meat during 
the summer should b« served only at 
this meal. Stewed chicken, minced 
chicken on toast, veal chops or cro- 
quettes, and broiled mutton,* hot or 
cold, are preferable meats. Vegetables 
should consist of buttered beets, 
mashed potatoes, string beans, rice, 
tomatoes, peas or spinach. Salads of 
romalne, lettuce, dandelions or fruits 
are the beet.

Desserts of shortcake, currant jelly 


with bread, sponge cake, lady fingers, 
sweet crackers, ice cream or Ice 
custards are suggested for the end 
ol a perfect hot weather meal. 


Supper may consist o? creamed 


macaroni on toast, baked potato or 
stewed tomatoes and. rice or Iced tea 
or coffee or a glass of milk. Stewed 
fruits, teed jelly or ice cream is sug- 
gested for dessert.

courts of the state.

That New York Kepeal. 


Consciously or uncousclou»ly. Gov- 


ernor Smith of New York has done 
the nation a sen-Ice; and this without 
'reference to any moral implication 
local to his own state. The service 
he has done is to focus the whole lone- 
dvav;n-out issue oC 
the eighteenth 


amendineut in such a v?ay that noth- 
ing short of a knockdown and drag- 
out fight with a conclusive decision 
can result from it. 
Apart from the fanatics of one ex- 


treme or the other the great body of 
American citizenship want that con- 
clusive result. The sporadic warfare 
of legal shrewdness has wearied the 
public no less than the open defiance 
of the amended constitution. 
And 


on one point they are quite definite: 
There is a very great difference be- 
tween opposing the law by legal 
process and opposing it by boot- » 
legging. 
It is as legal to unmake 


laws as-it is to make them. 
There is one word which never 


should be heard in the mouths of sane 
Americans, and that word is seces- 
sion. There is no such word In the 
vocabulary of the American nation. 
At the time of the historic struggle 
over the slavery issue the country 
was still in its first era, the equi- 
librium of government was scarcely 
established and the relative influence 
and economic Importance of localities 
had not been discovered. 
But today 


the very idea of secession is an 
absurdity, and economic fatuity which 
any state would be ashamed to de- 
clare and the nation too dignified to 
recognize. 
So far the process followed by the 


New York legislature is the single 
process the nation believes to be 
sound, that of legal action to be 
tested in the courta and so resolved 
into a principle or dissolved into a 
futility. 
For it still remains the 


sworn duty of the New York state offi- 
cials to enforce the federal prohibition 
law.For these reason? it is to be hoped 
that American citizens will leave un- 
said, on either side of the struggle, the 
malicious suggestions of treason and 
secession and remember that the 
American nation is trying to settle, 
by the method it approves, an issue 
which vexes and troubles its daily 
life. Opposing lawyers may exhaust 
every legal resource in attempts to 
outwit the other side, but out of it all 
if the people maintain'their equipoise, 
shall come a decision which shall be 
the -oice of the nation. So long as 
the law is invoked whether to amend 
or extend the law, let us congratulate 
ourselves.—Detroit News.
